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A  Wyoming  Public  Service  Commission  ruling  is  said  to  set  a 
precedent  for  electric  utilities  in  the  matter  of  han¬ 
dling  accelerated  depreciation  charges.  The  commission 
ruled  that  the  utilities  can  take  advantage  of  acceler¬ 
ated  depreciation  for  income  tax  purposes  without  alter¬ 
ing  their  normal  rate  base.  Under  the  ruling  the  utility 
could  use  the  accelerated  depreciation  schedule  for  in- 


The  Pacific  Northwest  Power  Co.,  denied  an  application  for 
its  Mountain  Sheep-Pleasant  Valley  combination  of  dams 
on  the  Snake,  has  filed  an  application  with  the  Federal 
Power  Commission  for  a  670-ft  high,  arch- type  dam  three 
miles  downstream  from  the  old  Mountain  Sheep  site.  The 
new  proposal  answers  one  of  the  big  criticisms  of  the 
original  two-dam  scheme  by  providing  almost  five  times  as 
much  usable  storage.  For  full  details  see  the  May 
issue. 


The  authority  of  the  Federal  Power  Commission  to  lower  elec¬ 
tric  rates  negotiated  between  two  utilities  solely  on  the 
basis  of  the  cost  of  service  was  upheld  by  a  decision  of 
the  United  States  Supreme  Court  last  month.  The  two 
utilities  involved.  South  Carolina  Generating  Co. 

(seller)  and  the  Georgia  Power  Co.,  (buyer),  argued  that 
the  commission  could  lower  rates  established  by  arms’ 
length  negotiation  only  after  considering  the  value  of 
the  service  to  the  buyer  and  after  a  finding  that  the 
rates  were  so  high  as  to  impair  the  ability  of  the  buyer 
to  serve  its  customers.  The  rate  initially  negotiated 
took  into  consideration  the  fact  that  the  contract  made 
available  new  power  for  the  Georgia  utility  and  saved  it 
the  expense  of  making  a  planned  plant  expansion’ of  its 
own. 
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The  country  is  in  that  period  of  ’’sweating  out”  the  business 
recession.  Statistics  which  will  accumulate  in  the  next 
few  weeks  probably  will  tell  whether  March  and  April  were 
the  low  points  or  whether  the  business  slide  will  con¬ 
tinue  ’on  through  the  summer.  Current  statistics  are 
mixed.  Latest  unemployment  figures  are  somewhat  reassur¬ 
ing;  auto  sales  took  a  spurt  the  last  two  weeks  in 
March.  But  repossessions,  particularly  of  automobiles, 
are  on  the  upgrade  as  xinemployed  borrowers  can’t  meet 
payments;  consumers  as  a  whole  are  drastically  reducing 
their  ou’tstanding  installment  credit.  On  the  other  hand, 
engineering  construction  awards  for  the  week  ending  April 
3  chalked  up  their  biggest  weekly  volume  since  August 
1956.  The  private  awards  for  the  week  topped  $385,000,- 
000  with  private  housing  recording  its  biggest  total 
awards  since  July  1953.  All  in  all,  the  majority  of  the 
economists  still  predict  an  upturn.

A  hard-hitting  industry  sales  promotion  •program  to  sell 

the  all-electric  way  of  living  and  sell  it  to  the  exclu¬ 
sion  of  any  other  method  has  been  proposed  by  EEI’s  Com¬ 
mercial  Division  and,  if  approved  by  the  EEI  board,  will 
get  under  way  in  January  1959.

Montana  Power’s  Electrical  Tuesday  ad  campaign  (a  con¬ 
centrated  industry  effort  on  one  theme  at  a  time)  kicked 
off  with  171  ads  totaling  7,564  column  inches  on  the 
utility’s  time  pay  wiring.  .  .  PP&L’s  ”I  like  Ed”  dryer 
program  in  less  than  a  month  had  netted  808  employee 
prospects  for  144  dealer  sales;  1,361  dealer  sales 
in  all. 


Snake  River  Valley  Electric  Assn,  has  announced  dates  for 
three  electric  home  shows  in  southern  Idaho.  The  first 
is  at  Boise,  June  5-8.  Following  are  Twin  Falls,  June 
12-15,  and  Pocatello,  June  19-22. 


Southern  California’s  first  Gold  Medallion  home  was  visited 
by  more  than  15,000  persons  in  three  weeks.  This  despite 
the  fact  that  it  is  located  on  a  rural  road  north  of  Es¬ 
condido  and  40  miles  from  San  Diego,' nearest  metropolitan 
area.

Taxes  paid  by  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities  to  the  city 
treasury  will  be  defined  clearly  in  Tacoma’s  official 
code.  Under  consideration  by  the  city  council  is  a  reso¬ 
lution  defining  the  utility  department’s  taxable  gross 
earnings  as  money  received  from  the  sale  of  electricity 
and  water,  excluding  pa;p]ents  between  departments  and 
money  obtained  from  various  fees  and  permits.  Receipts 
from  the  exchange  of  hydroelectric  power  and  sales  to 
other  utilities  also  are  exempted  from  the  8)i)S  gross 
earnings  tax.  Tacoma’s  light,  water  and  railway  depart- 
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ments  paid  approximately  $1,400,000  into  the  city 
treasury  last  year.  This  is  believed  to  be  considerably 
higher  proportionately  than  any  other  publicly  owned 
utility  in  the  state. 


Public  and  private  power  agencies  in  the  Northwest  Joined 
forces  to  block  a  new  bill  introduced  by  Oregon  Senator 
Neuberger  which  would  compel  the  Federal  Power  Commission 
to  clear  any  license  grant  with  Interior  Department's 
Fish  and  Wildlife  Service.  Proponents  of  the  bill  in¬ 
clude  the  Izaak  Walton  League  and  Wildlife  Management 
Institute  together  with  the  Oregon  Fish  Commission.  In 
effect  the  bill  would  give  the  Interior  Department  veto 
power  over  hydro  projects  which  might  harm  fish  facili¬ 
ties. 


Colorado’s  democratic  governor,  Steve  McNichols,  is  predict¬ 
ing  a  major  fight  over  power  to  be  developed  from  dams 
built  in  the  upper  Colorado  River  storage  project. 
Speaking  before  the  Colorado  Rural  Electrical  Assn,  on 
April  4  he  charged  southern  California  with  fighting  the 
development  ’’every  inch  of  the  way”  and  seeking  to  take 
power  prices  that  might  cripple  the  full  development  of 
the  basin.

Weather  (bad)  danrpened  the  construction  business  Just  when 
it  should  have  been  emerging  into  spring  starts  of  new 
projects.  But  soggy  weather  and  a  business  recession 
were  not  the  only  shocks  the  industry  had.  Some  of  its 
long-time  habits  will  have  to  be  changed  and  that  is  not 
easy. 


Hiring  of  electricians  from  the  union  hall  on  a  preferential  ‘ 
basis  must  stop,  the  National  Labor  Relations  Board  de¬ 
manded  throughout  the  country.  It  gave  until  June  1  for 
employers  and  unions  to  change  their  contract  agreements 
to  comply  strictly  with  the  Taft-Hartley  Law.  If  not, 
the  Brown-Olds  remedy  will  be  used. 

The  Brown-Olds  remedy  is  pretty  tough  medicine  to 
swallow.  It  is  an  order  that  all  dues  and  assessments 
collected  from  all  union  members  as  a  result  of  the 
illegal  contract  bo  refunded  on  the  theory  that  this 
constituted  the  price  employees  paid  in  order  to  retain 
their  Jobs. 

NLRB’s  decision  on  how  to  maintain  legal  hiring  halls 
is  contained  in  its  formal  opinion  on  a  recent  case  Just 
released.  ”...  union  control  over  all  hiring”  will 
not  be  allowed.  However,  ’’selection  of  applicants  for 
referral  to  Jobs  shall  be  on  a  nondiscriminatory  basis 
and  shall  not  be  based  on,  or  in  any  way  affected  by, 
union  membership  ...  or  any  other  aspect  or  obligation 
of  union  membership,  policy  or  requirement.  The  employer 
shall  retain  the  right  to  reject  any  Job  applicant  re¬ 
ferred  by  the  union.”  Both  union  and  employer  must  post 
all  provisions  relating  to  the  functioning  of  a  hiring 
arrangement  including  an  explicit  statement  that  union 
membership  is  not  a  prerequisite  for  referral. 


Oregon’s  electrical  code  received  a  knockout  punch  from  that 
state’s  supreme  court  which  declared  unconstitutional  two 
statutes  permitting  the  National  Electrical  Code  and  the 
National  Electrical  Safety  Code  to  be  adopted  by  refer- 
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ence  by  the  state.  The  court’s  ruling  also  affects  the 
use  of  the  National  Electrical  Safety  Code  hy  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission.  In  upholding  a  trial  court’s  re¬ 
versal  of  a  damage  suit  against  the  North  Wasco  Public  • 
Utility  District,  the  supreme  court  held  that  the  1949 
legislature  had  delegated  its  legislative  authority  un- 
constitionally  to  the  American  Standards  Assn.  Apparent¬ 
ly  to  save  the  Oregon  inspection  and  safety  laws  it  will 
be  necessary  to  enact  detailed  state  codes  such  as  the 
California  Electrical  Safety  Orders.  This  may  mean  a 
long  and  tedious  procedure. 


The  new  draft  of  former  House  Bill  No.  215  proposed  by  the 
Washington  State  Electrical  Council  for  passage  by  that 
state’s  legislature  has  no  objectionable  ’’fence  building” 
provisions  in  it  and  deserves  the  support  of  the  entire 
industry,  the  president  of  the  council  and  the  secretary 
of  the  drafting  committee  inform  us.  Objections  to  the 
previous  bill  have  been  removed  or  tempered.  It  was  en¬ 
dorsed  by  the  Eastern  Washington  Chapter,  lAEI,  at  its 
March  21  meeting. 

A  mere  fee  bill  without  correcting  some  fundamental 
faults,  the  council  feels,  would  not  pass  either.  The 
proposed  bill  ”is  in  no  way  a  fence  building  measure. 

It  is  intended  to  improve  in  a  reasonable  and  practicable 
way  the  standards  and  qualifications  of  people  represent¬ 
ing  themselves  to  the  public  as  qualified  to  make  elec¬ 
trical  installations  in  accordance  with  the  National 
Electrical  Code.  It  provides  a  degree  of  industry  ad¬ 
visory  function  on  the  workings  of  the  electrical  inspec¬ 
tion  department.  It  provides  a  clear  and  practical 
requirement  for  inspection  of  all  possible  jobs  and  it 
provides  for  the  necessary  amount  of  money  at  no  expense 
to  the  general  fund.” 


Distance  means  nothing  to  Hayward’s,  Calif.,  live-wire  con- 
'  tractor  Red  Far is  of  Accurate  Electric  Co.  He  has  been 
spanning  the  Pacific,  sometimes  quite  precariously,  and 
has  now  lined  up  a  half-million-dollar  electrical  Job  at 
Anderson  Air  Force  Base  in  Guam.  The  job  started  the 
first  of  the  year  and  includes  electrical  work  for  pump 
houses,  substations  and  pole  lines,  and  will  run  until 
June  1959.  Bill  Carleton  is  superintendent  and  even- 
tvially  some  30  men  will  be  working  on  the  job.

Bids  have  been  called  by  the  city  of  Portland  for  the  first 
phase  of  a  second  dam  on  its  Bull  Run  watershed  in  the 
Cascade  Mountains  east  of  Portland.  Consulting  engineers 
on  the  project  have  recommended  that  the  city  install
